THE YUKON COUNTKV. 

Dr. Milnb nioveil "that a reaped ful ad- 
dress bo prist nteil to His Honor, thu Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, requesting him to cmise 
to be sent down to tiiis House copies of all 
correspondence reapectiiif! the opening of a 
trail from the boundary line of Alaska, at a 
point north of hyun Cunal, known as the 
White Pass, to Tuoho Lake, lying at th 
head waters of the Yukon Rivor, in British 
Columbia." He said he hoped the answer 
from the Government would be that they 
were taking steps to open up the great 
Yukon country to the north of ua. Although 
in the southern part of British Coluinliia 
there were large tracts of agricultural land, 
the northern part — at least, north of Chilco- 
ten— was a country in which the inliabi- 
tants and traders depended on furs and 
gold-mining for u livelihood. The Yukon 
district, in this province, was rich in gold, 
but its development had been retarded on 
account of the diflicully in getting 
in to it, together with tho expense 
of transportation of tho necessaries of life. 
This coimtry was not only a ricli fur bear- 
ing section, bat gold had been found there 
in large (luautltii'.'j, on the varidua tributaries 
of the upper Yukon. From the inforniutiim 
60 far obtained it was impossible to come to 
any other conclusion than that a large and 
valuable mining region existed, and in the 
near future a large mining population w ould 
be attracted thereto. Getting into this 
district was at present attended with a ser- 
ious amount of expense and hardship. In 

- - fact, the miners w«re prohibited to a cer- 
taiD extent from going into that part of the 
province. If one louked at the maps it 
would be found that the distance from the 
head of Lynn Canal (in Alaskan territory), 
which wus accessible to large aea-going ves- 
sels, to tho boundary line was about 17 
miles; and the c^stance from that point to 
Tacho Lake about 35 miles. The Yukon 
river, ho understood to be navigable nt this 
point, and the ;!5 milisin our own terri- 
tory lie u iirhud to bring bi fore the atlention 
of tlie Gdvci iiniunt, and to learn whether 
they h, d hud any con e.spoiidcnci; with ref- 
erence to the conhliucliun of a trail. \\'i-io 
this trail built on the .same principio as the 
Cai.siar trail wan built in 1H72, it 'VouUl not 
cobt the CJoveniinciit a cent, in fact tho ('as- 
siar trad hail proved to be such a sucoet.s 
that the Govcrnnient had bought out the 
contractors in a very short time. 
At pre.-ent it was, as he had said, a gnat 
drawback to the miners and traders of that 
country to be unable to jiet their goods into 
the country at reasonable transportation 
rates. Besides, it was a groat loss to the 
merchants of the province, troni the fiict 
that the region u as at present supplied with 
goo<ls f 1 cm S in Francisco and 'other Ameri- 
can port.s. if we had a trail it w^uld cer- 
tainly be the means of opening a trade, 
which our merchants at present did not 
supply. This was not a now qiu stion. The 
Board of 'i'rade of Victoria, three ycais 
ago, had taken steps to loak into the mat- 
ter, and had eouiu to the conclusion that it 
■wds liigbty in the interest of the province 
that more ea.'<y access should be made to 
the Yukon country. 

' Xhe motion wa»adopted; 

' .' 'Mb. Suim introduced a bill to amend 
the Gams Protection Amendment Act.

THE BALLOT PAPER ACCOUNT. 

Hon. Mr. Bkavek moved: "That a 
respectful addnss he presented to liis 
Honor tho Lieut. -(iovernor, riijnesting him 
to cause to be sent down to this House a 
copy of the report or ballot paper account 
made hy each Provincial Reiuriung Oliver

This letur ii, he urginl, wa.s necessary to en- 
able members to understand the operation 
of the law, in view of the legislation which 
must take place before the next general 
elections.

THE MINERAL BILL. 

The House agnin went into committee on 
the Mineral Bill, Mr. Forster in the chair. 

IdB. Kellie moved to strike out uU of 
section 8 after the word " costs," in 7tb 
line, and insert the following : " Provided, 
always, that a failure to take out a free 
ntiner's certificate shall not subjicl to the 
above pcindty any person who is working 
for wages upon any mining jH-opei ty, ami 
who holil.s no interest in sucli mining pro- 
])erty ; and proviiled, also, that such faiUii e 
to take a free mini'r's certKicate shiill not 
prejudice his right to collect wages or pay- 
ment for work done." 

The contcriliiin was that the Bill would 
bear unjustly upou men who worked in 
mines, not as frei; miners, bub who had only 
their labor to sell. 

After some discussion Mr. Kellie's aincud- 
ment WII.S lost.

THE DOMINION CENSUS. 



'Somethinfi: Conceruiug the Infornia- 
tibn Sought t'ur and the Uethods 
of Ubtaiiiiug it 

To Begin on Ajjril Gth and be Con- 
tinued till Completed— I'ublic 
Co-operation Sought. 



Tho time fixed for tlio Census oommia 
sioners and vnuiiicriitors to begin their work 
of numbering the people of the Dominion, 
ond gettin); together all possiljlo fauts of 
l)ublic interest respecting their conditions, 
is the «i.-;th of April next. Tho scope of the 
census ia ii very ccmip ehensive one, there 
being eight schedules which the citizens 
will be called, upon to fill in. The firat of 
these relates to Vital stutistics and imme 
■ diatcly incidental matters. It covers the 
•' ^ number of members in tho families, Iheir 
uex. and age, their birthplace, the birth- 
place of their parents, religion, professions, 
who are their employers, how many in the 
family ."are wago^oarniug, bow many were 
unemplbyi'd during the week, whether 
they can read or write, or are of unsound 
mind. 

Another schedule deals with industrial 
matters, and may be briefly summarized as 
. ioliows : The fixed capital in lands, bijild- 
ings and machinery, tiie working capital, 
average number of employes, over and 
under 16 years of age, of both sexes ; nggre- 
Cttto amount of yearly wages ; the montli.s 
m which the establishment is in operation, 
the extent und nature of the power used, 
the kind and quality of materiuls uued, the 
kind, quantity und value of the products. 

As coneerna agriculture iiKiuiriea are 
made from the farmers with ret-peet to the 
number of acres ihey own or ojcupy, their 
avera^^e yicul "f wheat, barley, oats, rye, 
pens, biickwli'j it, beans, hay, corn, root 
crops aiul oilier iiroduets, the number of 
horses, colts and lilli'-s, oxen, niilcli cows, 
other hi irnid e.ittlc, Kht;en,^wille and poultry, 
tlie pounds of home made butter and cliei-S.', 
the number of 1hvi:h of bco^ und pouiul.'s of 
honey, the immiier of pounds of wool, tho 
amount of home ma le cloth, flannel and 
liiun, th - amount paid for farm labor, the 
number of weeks of hired help upon the 
farm in IS'M), &c. 

lieul eat ite owners will be required to 
give the total acreage of their property, the 
number of town and village lots, number of 
acres occupied, the number of iicres in pas- 
ture, number of acres in wood land and forest 
the number of acres in gardens unci orchards. 

Tho forests, mines und fisheries are also 
to be closely inquired into unil, it ia be- 
lieved, that the product of the labors of the 
Cuminiscion will be the most valuable sta- 
tistical stitcmcnt ever pr<p ired iu British 
Nur:h America, and will throw an immenac 
amount of light upnn mutters of which ex- 
isting information is by no means satisfac- 
tory. 

A CoLONl.ST reporter waited upon Mr. G. 
A. Sargidon, chiel census officer for British 
Columbia, who recently returned from Ot- 
tawa, where he had gone to receive the 
necessary instructions. From that gentle- 
man he ieuriied that for the purposes of the 
censttB the province had been uivided into 
five districtd, under nme Commissioners, as 
follows, — Victoria 1, Westminster 2, Ya'e 

• 2, Cariboo 2, and Vanonuver 2, which latter 
' includes «I1 ihu ialtnd.of Vaucquver except 

' that which ia covered liy Victoria, and tho 
: adjaoihit islands. The reports are to be 
»'^L.iB»de direot ,tii Ottawa. Personully, the 

"diief.coniuiissinnersaid, he had been much 
pleased with tiie fullness of the schcdulca 
whlob,.' if' •carefally handled by che 
enumerators wilt be productive of much 
benefit 80 soon as their rednlls shall have 
been niade known. They will unquestion- 
ably be the. "means of pUcing before the 
world the position which the dilTerent 
provinces occupy towards each oilier and to 
the Domininn, as well as the relation, from 
an economical point of view, of the entire 
Uoininion to tlm world at Urge. He felt 
moat enthusiastic as to the ultimate out- 
come from tho points of views of settle- 
ment, interpruv ncial rcUtiunfliip aud com- 
merce and (IcveliipMii lit geaer.dly. 

The Chief I 'onimissioiier referred in 
very strong terms to the iminiiiNC value of 
tho two first vcduan s of the tir.st D.iminion 
cenau.-!. 'I'his whs far more cnnipri-iieiiaive. 
He trusted i li-il the pres-i of the D uniiiion 
would tikiM.n int. -re^t in the subject and 
lay it before the people with a view of im- 
presting up «> iliem the necessity there was, 
in the puldie interest, of co-operating with 
the ofliciala in this important work. 
The greater the public interest the 
better would he the results. Mr. Sargison 
particularly desired to have it understood 
that everyone connected with tho work of 
enuinei-utioii was sworn to secrcsy, and no 
facta that were obtained could by any poa- 
sibilily be used to the detriment of any in- 
terest — private or corporate — the results 
being all that would be made public when 
the at.itiatical results were aanouiiced. 
The enumerators would be obliged to go from 
house to hotise even in the moat remote dis- 
tricts, and everything would be completed 

as rapidly as possible with a due regard to 

fullness and accuracy. It would take 

sevral months before all the returns could 

possibly reach Ottawa.

His (Mr. Connolly's) object 
in coming hero was to dispose of certain 
plant and material, which had been used in 
connection with tho Kstjuimalt Graving 
Dock. This consisted of a number of dor- 
ricks and other plant, together with some 
dressed aud uudressed stone at 
the qdarries on Salt Spring Island. 
The late Dominion tdeclioii had 
to bis own knowledge been cimducted 
with more bitterness than any that had 
taken place stucu C<inledorntiou, tho Local 
Government •! at Quebic having exerted 
themselves in tho most strenuous monner to 
secure the defeat .of Sir John Macdonald. 
At the port ot Quebec, the Jjorne graving 
dock and the Princess Louise embankment 
had been completed and had proved to be 
almost unexpectedly satisfactory. Extensive 
iniprovcmen s to the harbor of Montreal 
were being inaugurated, there being by no 
means the amount of accoimnodution neces- 
sary for the ahipping at that port. The 
dry dock at Kingston, which was upon a 
much smaller scale, though similar in its ac- 
commodations and appoiutments to 
the one at E?quinianlt, would be 
opened with the beginning of spring. Ho 
did not believe that the Dominion Govern- 
ment would be prepared to build an ad- 
ditional dock at Esquimau or enlarge the 
present one, hut had an idea tliat they 
would conlribiilo towards such tin enter- 
prise at Vancouver, a proj. ct which the 
C. P. R. R. authorities were endearoring to 
promote iu every possible way.

SUPREME COURT ACT. 

To TitiJ Editoii : — I notice in your issue 
of the 14th iuit.iiit, from tlie report of the 
debate in the House on the proposed amend- 
ment to the Snpi eine t'ourt Act, that Mr. 
lirown is reported lo liave siid, with regard 
to giving jurisdiction in Chambers to the 
County ('ourt Judges, that it would be 
praeticjlly making tliem .Supreme Court 
■Judges, und that the similar provision in 
the Oatario Act is diily giving more and 
more diss itiniaction in that province. Mr. 
lirown is iu my opinion dcoid-^dly wide of 
the mark in boih of these slut mcnts. In 
the hrat plu:o to give the County Court 
Judges jurisdiction in Chambers is only 
cijuivaleot to giving them the powers of 
Masters in Chambers, officials who, both in 
I'higland and Ontario, exercise a limited 
jurisdiction in Chlmbers. I may point out 
also tliat already the County Court .fudges 
in this provmce have power to grunt 
injunctions aud writs of capias in Supi eine 
C'lurt actions, which are among the highest 
powers exercisable by Supreme Court 
judgi s in civil cases, and, in view of this, to 
cavil at giving them jurisdiction in minor 
matters seems absurd. As for the state- 
ment that the jurisdiction of County Court 
judges in Chambers in Ontario giving dis- 
sBtisfactiou there, tliat is very contrary to 
my experience. 1 practised in Ontario for 
nearly two ye.irs, and the practice seemed 
to me to give general satiatuction (except, 
perhaps, thut Toronto practitioners may be 
dissatisfied with it, as, for the same reasons, 
Victoria and New Westminster men may 
object to it here). The pmctiec und pro- 

dure in Ontario (including the assimila- 
tion of County Ciiurt pr'ici--dure to that of 
tho .Supreme Couit) struck mo on tho whole 
lis working inlmirably, and, bein){ an Eng- 
lish solicitor, I was certainly not prejudiced 
in favor of Ontario piactice. 

To the residents of the Interior, where 
there is not us yi t sulficieiit work to juaiify 

supreme court judge being continually 

sideiit, and where we have a cnunty court 
judge perfectly cap.ible of exercising similar 
powers in cli.unbcrs to those gianttd to the 

nnty court juiigesin Ontario, the proposed 
amendment would be a i:rc*t boon, and a 
s.ving of time, trouble and expem-c in all 
cases where interlocutory proceedings are 
necessary. At present almost all sum- 
monse-i and other interlocutory prouerdings 
have to be sunt down below lo be heard, 
causing thereby h d. lay of several days at 
least, while it is often very difficult to in- 
struct counsel fully and properly by let er. 
Thus there is great delay caused in piepar- 
ii g an aciion lor trial, Hud further tlieie is 
the risk of counsel beloW not ful!y under- 
standing tho n'tttter. If the intere>ts of tho 
residents of the Interior are entitled to any 
con8ider*tion, the proposed amendment 
ought to be pa>sed, as it would greatly 
benefit them und would not injure any one 
else.

GANADA'8 VISITORS., 

Tho ■Dominion of Canada was last year 
visitcil by quite a number of intelligent 
men, whose object was not to spy out tlie 
nakeiliioas of the land, but to olitain infor- 
mation ii') tn its resources iiii.! it.-s cupaliiii- 
tiej. Tlie l^arl of Alierileen tnivcllcd 
tliroujjh llie Dominion from ocean to ocean. 
He remained in the couatry for several 
months ; ho saw every part of it, and he 
talked to men of all sorts and condition.". 
He evidently liail no prejudices to overcome 
and Iiu certainly h:i(l no iixc^ to grind. Iti! 
was ill an e.NcclliNit p isitioii to see wliat tlie 
country is like and to form an impartial 
and an accurate opinion as to its suitable- 
ness as a field for emigration. Being a man 
of education and cxporienoo, ami a stutes- 
mati withal, ho might Ijc e.\pfijted t') take a 
wider view of the capabilities uud the ad- 
viuicenient o^.C«aada, than tho ' ordinary 
traveller. 

Then this country was favored with a 
visit from a nuinher of tenant-farmer dele- 
gates, who caiiio here to see how much of it 
was fitted for the puipo.soa of tlie iigricnltu 
rist and who naturally lo .ked at it from llie 
f.irinor's point of view. Tliey were nu iliuiljt 
selected both for their intelligence and their 
integrity. They were expected to judge 
tho country fairly and to give those who 
BLiit tlioni an honest report of what they 
saw. 

■We have before us the result of the ob- 
servations of both Lord .-\burdeen and the 
Farmers' di h gatcs. Lord Aberdeen's takes 
the sli ipe ot a paper on " Canada," read at 
a meeting of tho Royal Colonial Institute, 
presidrtd over by the Marquis of Loriie, and 
attended by a number of distinguished peo- 
ple, both Kii^lislinien tiiid c ilonists. Lord 
Lorne, in his oponiii;,' aililie^s, spoke of the 
great change that has come over travelers 
•from Great Britain of late yearn. Formerly 
eminent Englishnion who vi-itcd this con- 
tineQt did not think it wortli tlieir wiiile to 
cross the line which divides (.'aiiada from 
the United States. They had lu'ard a very 
great de d of the Great H.'piil)lic and bnt, 
little of Canada. Tlioy had been lod to 
believe that Can.idti, when compared v/ith 
the Stat s, was su iiHignitic mt that it was 
not worth seeinit and studying separately, 
and that as it was certain soon to be 
ibeorbed by the lar;;or country it lii.d 
very little interest for the I'.ritisli 
traveler. This is all changed now. Canada 
has grown in the estimation of the thinking 
men of Great Britain. They know its im- 
portance as part of tho Empire, and they 
want to see -What it and the people who in- 
habit it are like, and what ohanco there 
is of tlieir n iiiaining true to their allegiance 
to the liritisli Crown. 

Lord Aberdeen was favorably impressed 
with Canada. He saw in this country a 
gruat deal to admire and praise, and very 
little to find fault with. He al tended the 
exhibitions at Toronto and elsewhere, and 
Baw what the soil of the older purls of 
Caiiiid I can produce, and was able to ob- 
serve for himself the progress that had been 
made in manufactures. He had, too, an 
opportunity of seinng at these exhibitions 
tho people of Canada, " tho hone ami 
bIu'^v" of the country. This evidently was 
to him not tho le:iHt interesting part of the 
Klnw->. We are ;ipt to forget that the i)'-oplc 
of the i-otiiitiy, as well as its prodnclR, are 
on cxliibiti >ii at its annual fairs, and the in- 
telligent stranger does not full to take their 
meiisure. Lord Aberdeen was evidently 
pli-uHCil with tho jie iple as well as the pro 
d.ieU of their imlu try. .Speaking of the 
fair at Toronto, lie say- :— 

" Th'.s gi'.^at fail- which I Irid the ad- 
vaiiliL'ool atli'iHlii.g, last .Sepicmlier, con- 
tinues for .i wo-k. A vastqii itititv ol live 
stock and of CaoadUn natural piod u t- aie 
exbiliiKal, a id the show is visit- d liy an im- 
nieese eo;ii.-oii|-se of proph'. Ir many o 
th -se are atiiM leil by tho vifiom sight 
aii'l umu-enieiits .iliieli are rlispl.y-d, a 
imicli a:t by ag Iniltni-al and indnsi ia' e.>;- 
hiliiis, it is none the l-si ei-edii abh^ lo a'l 
coiicoi-iied thai, sueh comideti order and 
quietness prevail. There may be some room 



f )i- di.scus-'ioii at to how far this is fuetired 
and promoted liy :i rogiiliitiou of tin; man- 
aging eoniiiiil tee wliicli e.xcludc-i the sale of 
intoxic iiiti wii hill ihe cxliiliitioii grouiul-i; 
l)Ui, to my mind, the very (existence iif such 
a provision is a vci-y Higiiilicaul iiid icaiiim 
of ilie (piality of tliu pulilic opinion which 
nupiiorts the exeoutivc.of a greut iinilertali- 
ing ill the adoptliai of such a rule, wliioli, in 
'sciiiin other countries, wlicro it is ptobal ly 
nuicli more needed, would, no. doubt, be un- 
fair ly attacked OS puritanical and op- 
pressive." 

Lord Aberdeen, if he had attended all tho 
exhibitions from Prince Edward Island to 
the Island of Vancouver, would have seen 
the same quietnesa luid good order prevail- 
ing. Ho would havo sei-n or heard iiothinB 
unseemly in the conduct ot thu crowds of 
spectators, many of whom were enjoying 
their one holiday of the year. The pro- 
priety with whioli those Urge a8semblaf;os 
conduct themselves proves that Caiiudiuns 
are a self-respecting and law-abiding people. 

His Lordship speaks of the McKinley 
tariir and of the courageous telf-reliance of 
tho Canadian peoplu in sotting to work at 
once to find new mtirkets for tho products 
of their industry. He does not sympathize 
with those who innko light of tho cfForta of 
tho men who are tryii\g to liml in tlreat 
liritain a market for the eggs, the poultry, 
thu barley and ot her prodncls which have 
been, by prohibitive duties, excluded from 
tho United States market. He Boems to 
think that an opening will be found in the 
Old Connti-y for many ot the products of 
Canadian farms. All that is needed i.s to 
proiliiee a good article, and a iiiurket can be 
found for il al " Hume." As an euoonra jo- 
iiK-nt to Canadian fanners, he instaiued the 
growth of tho butler trade boiwotii Den- 
mark and Great Britain, wdiicli, in tho short 
period of ton years, litis grown from almost 
nothing to §18,000,000 a year. 

Lord .-Mierdeoii saw that the poopli- who 
are wanted in t'aii ula are men aii4 \voiu-.-ii 
who can work, and aru willing to work. 
Canada has suob "splendid facilities for 
education" that it can supply itself with 
professional men and clerks and have u 
(rood many to spare. It docs imt want nioii 
who go to settle upon farms and depend 
upon remittances from home to keep the 
pot boiling. 

His Lordship believes that Canada has a 
destiny separate from that of the United 
.States. 

".Inst as Camilla liaa a liistoiy," be 
says, " fo has she iilso a ilestiny of liei- im ri. 
.•\nd, surely, no < po -li in her earei-r e)nl(l 
be moi-e iimppoi tune liian the |)resi.'ht tor 
even the suggestion of anything tint would 
divert her from the workini; out of her own 
eureer and the coiisuinmution of her own 
destiny." 

The Tenant-Furuior dolcgates, natiu ally 
and properly, gave the greater part of their 
attention to the agricultural districts of the 

country and those callable of beconiin;; agri- 
cultural. The iiiiiiieii.sts wheat -prodiieiiig 
plains of the Northwest bad the greate t 
attrietions for tliein. Tli^y visited the 
o!dL-r provinces and observed how the f.ir-. 
iners in them do their work, and what 
they raise. These reports will do a very 
great deal toward cIT icing the itiiprcssiou 
that Canada is a cuuntry buried in sioiv, and 
so co'd til it its inliabitiiiits must bu wrap- 
ped in fnrs for llie greater pirt of the ye.ir. 
They saw at the exhibitions cereals of all 
kinds, as fine as can be raised in any part of 
the world, many of the most delicious vari- 
eties of fruits, such iiH are grown only in the 
most g -nial climutc<, peiclics, grapes, apri- 
cots, as well as app'es and pluins, and stock 
which could l o raised lo s'.ieh p.-riection 
oidy under the most favorable con- 
ditions. The delcjiites do Canada full jus- 
tice in these respects. They tell the 
people ot Great Kritaiii about thu Canadian 
c'imatoas well iis tli-j (Canadian .soil. Th- y 
d. -vole veiy little of tli.-ir space to lirit all 
( '•iluiiibia. Their visit: liero was a hurried 
one, aii-1 lliey had not lime to .suj much or 
to make many enqinries. But thoy do not 
seriousK- nrsi eprusi.nt theprovincc.although 
we nn..i say iIku, in our opinion, thoy ih) its 
agni-ullur.d c ■prriili.'ies .scant justice. 
Uritiih Coliinibiaiis must, in this iiialter, 
speak for tlieiiisi-l ves. 'I'liey iniisf take 
ineasuics to liaee llic advantages wliicli 
their country holds out to tho imuiiv!t ant 
made known in Great Britain. Soinotlnng 
has been done in that direction already, but 
not enough.

MOli L.'l ir CONDEMNED.

It is encouraging to see that tliora are 
u'jwspapBra in Canada and thu Uiiitod 
States whioh'do not bolievo in thu suprem- 
acy and the infallibility ot tho mob. Tiiese 
newspapers do not see that niiirder, when il 
is committed by ten thousand excited men, 
orying for -vengeance, is less murder than 
when it is committed by u single miscreant 
The Manitoba Free I'rcss, commenting on 
the New Orleans lynching, siiys : 

" In the New Orleans affairs United 
States civilization has sulTered another slain 
which all the waters of tho two ocoaua will 
not wipe out. ♦ » • » » 

"The mob justify themselves on the 
ground that the jury were bribed to acquit,' 
and as tho courts fniled to mete out juatioa 
to men whom they pronounced guilty oven 
before they -were tried there was nothing tor 
it but mob law. This was an eveelleut rea- 
son why there should have been a popular 
(lemunJfor a lefortn of the courts jVand if 
the charge of bribery -could be brought 
home to the jury, there was pressing public 
nc'C'sity to punish them to the extreme 
penalty of the law. lUit in any civilized 
country it cannot he held as a justification 
for the murder of prisoners, -(vheiher 
known to be guilty or not. The corrup- 
liiin or intflioioiicy of the ooui-ta is 
simply an aggi-,ivation of the horrible crime 
committed in the name of justice." 

This is what the Minneapolis Tribune 
thinks of mob law: ^ 

" While a resort to mob \&yr isalways do- 
plorahlo and never justifiable, it is iilmost 
always ineviiablo even in tho most highly 
civilized coniniunitiea wlion a large body of 
people reach the coiicluaiim t hat the ma- 
I liinerj' of justice, eslalili-lied an ! iiiain- 
l lined al lliu pull! ic eiisl, regard'e-s of e.-<- 
pi-iise, h.is lieuoiiie mi (bstoi L.'-iI ami .Idiased 
that it all'ords proti ci ion iii.stiad of piiiii^b- 
nieiit for o ipi lal olVonur. " 

The Helena Journal, which iniglit he 
supposed to look upon the Ways of the Wild 
West with indulgence, ia very f.ir from jus- 
tifying the N»y Orleans lynching. It 
says: 

" .\Itib law ia never-justiflable, and can 
be tolerate 1 inily when outlawry is ralnpaiit 
and courts of justice cannot bo mainiained. 
It is utterly inexcusable in the nietropolis of 
tho South, and«muat be attributtid to Ihe 
univer.-al disrespect for the law that pre- 
va.ils in th it locality. It was a serious 
thing for t he le 111 ing eilizetis of New Or- 
leans !o iir.i rdir ini-o aotiuit led nf criiiio by 
I he roiii-i.s I he V 11 1 i ..ri.'atril. llllt nii one 
will lio imii i-li''il. 

Peiiiisylviinia has no greater liking for 
ferociiins lawlessness than Moiitauii. The 
Pittsburg Dispatch gives the following forci- 
ble, but just, definition of -Judge Lyuch's 
"executions;" 

".Mob muribirs lurinsh the moat brutal, 
stnpiil ami eowanlly roi m of urime. They 
ar.- gen -1 ally inspired, net by the love of 
justice, hut by the savage cruelty which 
takes udvaotage of a pretense of irri'gular 
justice to s.iii.sfy ixn lust for destruction. 
T'lie protectiiiti ot life and liberty by law 
cannot be consiilcred a -sue ess whilo such 
things are ])ovs-lile; and the l eal history of 
.N'eu- Orle uis shows that where the in ili is 
perinilled to uoinmil such cr.mes with iiu- 
punity there the guarantees of peace and 
order are the most insecure. " 

As might hs expected from its name, the 
Pacific Christ; m Advocate d les not palliate 
murder because a iiiolj Lliinks it lias riglr. tn 
kill in cold blood tho men who, -.vithoiit eii- 
ipiiry and without permitting them to say a 
single word in their own dofen e, they pm- 
nouncs guilty ! This is its opinion of iiiob 
hangings and shootings : 

"If a mob can shoos or hang thosu whom 
the law has pronounced innocent, may it 
not also rescue those whom the taw has 
pronounced guilty? In oor jttiigmout, If 
this g iverniiieiit is to stand it will do so be- 
cause we h ive go id laws and enforce them, 
aii'l 1j e iii-e llio • llorl s of fraiitio mobs are 
ahv i\.s sueceasfillly resisted." 

The time, we have no doubt, will coine 
when thoso who justify tho New Orloons 
imirders will have reason to feal ajhamed of 
the course they have taken.

The weather hure ia coa- 
sidered very cold indeed when tho ther- 
mometer shows 20 degrees above zero. Wo 
have not at liaiiil t he n-c-ud for .lanuary, 
KS!)0, lull the I 'oi.o.sis r of Feb. li, c ui- 
laiiia .Mr. K. ISiyiies Keud's ruporl tor, lan- 
uary of the present year. He says: 

"The mean temperature was -IL! "JO', be- 
ing 6. "43" higher than lliu average, and 
9. -iO' higher tliaii in l.SiK). The highest 
t inperature, ouourred on thu ISth, 

aoil the lowest, 30. °5' on the Oth, lOih, and 
I'Jih, giving a monthly ranuo of 23. °7'. The 
warm-st day was the 19th, mo in toinpera- 
tiiie, 1!).

They enjoy the priv- 
ilege of free transportation on all the 
Union Pacific trains, provided they ride 
on freight cars or the blind baggage. 
They are so well behaved that the In- 
dian agent allows them leave of ab- 
sence whenever they wish to go."

lUiHuIte Annoance'a of a Sitoeint'Inqnlrir' 

by tlio CcnnuH ntiruu'u. 

The tlivision oi vital statistics of the 
Census Oflice li;is prepared a Inilli.'tin, 
says the Washing-ton ytar, containing 
. a - summary of the results of a special 
inqtitry concernisg tho Jows in this 
country. 

A special. schediile was prepared eall- 
inp for details of age, sex, coiijii^'al 
condition, place of birth, ocoupation, 
etc., of each person in the family re- 
portcfl who was livinj^ on tlicDlstof 
I)ecL'inher, 1SS9, and of certain details 
concerning births, marriages and 
deaths occurring iu the family for the 
five years ended on that date. . 

These schedules were distributed to 
heads of .Tewish families in all parts of 
the United States, tjie necessary names 
and addresses being obtained from 
rabbis of congregations and officers of 
diftercnt societies. 

No efEort was made to obtain com- 
plete returns from all the ,lcws in the 
country, nor to develop any facts con- 
cerning religious or commercial ques- 
tions, but merely to obtain data from a 
suilicient number of families who have 
been in tlie United St;ites live or more 
years to afford some reliable di'diictions 
concerning the citect of residence 
under the conditions of life in this coun- 
try as contrasted with tliose elsewhere. 

The infiniry resulted in the return of 
10,018 cd-.npleted faniiiy schedules, em- 
bracing U0,0;!0 living persons on the :ilst 
day of December, ISSl). and in these 
fainilies there had been !18 marriages, 
6,03S births, and -J.OI'j'J deatlis during the 
five years ending tlial date. 

The social condition of the families is 
indicated to some extent by tlie number 
of servants kept by them, and, as about 
two-tliirda are reported as Iteeping one 
or more servants, the families reported 
may bo said to bo in easy circiun- 
stanccs. 

The average number of ])k"rsons to 
each family on December :;i . issi), was 
T).?!, and the average aiinr.al number 
for the live j"ears covered liy lliese stat- 
istics was 5.47. The average annual 
number of marriages per 1,000 of total 
population was much lower than the 
general r.'ite. being but 7.4, as ajj'ainst 
18 to -1:1 ]wv 1,0011 in the Ixistern Stales; 
and tlie average age at marriage is 
gi'eater than among the gonci';!! popu- 
lation. Tlie low marriage rate and tlie 
increased average age at marriage are 
tho principal reasons for- tho low birth 
rate. 

Tho deaths reported for the five years 
give an average aimu;il death rate of 
T.l 1 per 1.000 of population, being about 
half (11 the average rate for tlie general 
population. 

The expectation of life at the age of 
10 years, based upon the death rate for 
the year ISSO, is 01.11 and .10.03 years 
for males and femahjs, respectively, as 
against i'.l'.n and 18. 0.". as calculated by 
life insurance companies for tlie general 
population of this country. 

Contrasting the birth and death rates 
for those of native-bom and foreign- 
born jjarcnts indicates that .the birth 
rate is decreasing and the death rate 
increasing with more prolonged resi- 
dence in tliis country, but tlie general 
results indicate that the Jews liere re- 
tain many of the peculiarities which 
have been noted among them in Eu- 
rope. . 

DUTCH DIAMONDS. 

Ib<i laanencq Upon tho Indnstry of » Se- 
duction in Prices, 

Last year was a very serious one for 
the Dutch diamontl industry, says the 
London Times, which was nearly par- 
alyzed by the action of tlie De Keers 
Company, of Kiinberley, in reducing the 
production of the r.-vw diamond from 
four million to two mUlion carats per 
annum in order to keep up prices. The 
price iii viwv diamonds rose more than 
one liuiulred per ci-nt. at tlie mines, and 
it proved impossible to obtain a propor- 
tionate advance for the cut article. 
This state of things, says thc^ IJritish 
Consul at Amsterdam in liis last report, 
coming on top of too great an inflation 
in tlie cutting industry in Amsterdam, 
er'.'i'ted the rrreatcst distress among the 
diaini;n;l 'r!;ers, who, as a i hiss. have 
the i-eput:;tion of being very thriftless. 
l''oi' several months at the close of the 
year orders I'or cut di.-unonds were alto- 
gether wanting, and not 'Only were a 
great number of families reduced to ab- 
solute destitution, but most of the new 
euttinj?' mills, which have been erected 
of Jate, were closed and will |)!-obal)ly 
liave to be devoted to other purposes. 
Since the clo.se of the year the position 
of the diamond worUs rather improved. 
TIic price of cut diamonds lias risen so 
far as to give some margin for the cost 
of cutting, etc., but the demand is by 
no means sutlieient to Iceep the mills 
and diamoiiil worlvcrs of the city em- 
l)loyed. A good deal of cutting is now 
done there for London account direct. 
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ABE, THE BUNTER. 

A Il«naarkal)lo Old Iil:u k .ilmi Who I» 
Over a Century ()1<1. 

Probably the oldest man in Western 
Massachusetts, says the St. Louis G lobe- 
Democrat, is Abe I'arsnns, a negro liv- 
ing in this place. He is one Inuulred 
and one years old, and has had a ro- 
mantic and a(lv<'nturous career. Il(\ 
was born a slave in South Carolina, and 
ran away from his muster in Andrew 
.Tackson's time and made his way to the 
Nortliern States tlirough swaniiis and 
forests, his only guide being the north 
star. lie ri'iiehed New Vorlc State, 
wliore he again became it slave to a 
New York man. Abe has such a pecul- 
iarly-shaped head that doctors and med- 
ical colleges are constantly asking for 
his Ixiily when lie shall die. On tlie top 
of hissK'ulI is a buncli about tlie size of 
an egg, which seems to be solid bone. 
He is known ;is ".\be. the Hunter." 
tieveral years ago, when a block of 
bnildingf) in this town was all aflame, 
Abo, with a bunt of his head, bur.st in 
tliu heavy door. He also has a great 
repuliitiiin for killin;,'' Imrsi^s iiiid enws. 
One bunt with his head is lis e U'ei'i ive 
as a blow from an a.ve. He has killed 
probably twenty old horses in tliis 
manner, lie worlced during all last 
season at planting, haying and harvest- 
ing, and can do a day's work that many 
a younger man would not find cosier.
